state Health Department will re- 
quire financial assistance from 
the state Legislature if reduc- 
tions in federal grants-in-aid be- 
come permanent, Dr. J. T. Her- 
ron said Thursday.

Court Ruling 
on Prayer 
Big Issue

WASHINGTON 


June 25, 1962, 


(AP) - On 
the Supreme 


Court barred recitation of an of- 
ficial prayer 
in the public 


schools of New York. 


Shortly afterward, cut into the 


marble above the chair of the 
speaker 
of the 
House and 


picked out in gilt paint, ap- 
peared the legend "In God We 
Trust." 


The target was obvious, and 


the speedy reaction was an in- 
dication of the opposition of 
many House members of the 
court's decision. 


Nearly two years and several 


more court prayer decisions lat- 
er, the issue still is boiling in 


The Herald, in a story by Gene 


Miller, said the Secret Service 
had received a tip, apparently 
about a week ago, that a sui- 
cide pilot might try to ram John- 
son's plane or that a Cuba - 
based missile might be aimed 
at the big jet. 


According to the newspaper, 


the Secret Service considered 
these possibilities highly unlike- 
ly. However, it was said that of- 
ficials 
decided 
to 
take 
no 


chances. 


Pierre Salinger, White House 


press secretary, had this to say 
about the report: "I do not in- 
tend to comment on any sto- 
ry speculating on yesterday's 
(Thursday's) events. Security 
measures taken yesterday were 
taken for good and sufficient 
reasons. It would not be in the 
national interest to discuss them 
any further at this time." 


Earlier Friday, Salinger had 


acknowledged 'that 
protective 


measures "in addition to those 
normally taken" had been im- 
posed "for security reasons." 


Johnson flew to Florida Thurs- 


day afternoon and, after stops 
at Jacksonville, Palatka, Palm 
Beach and Miami Beach, re- 
turned to Washington Friday 
morning. 


Among the security measures 


that seemed to lend credence to 
the reported concern about a 
possible aerial assassination at- 
tempt were: 


1. Johnson did not fly to Flor- 


ida on his own easily identified 
Boeing 707 jet. Instead he board- 
ed one of a fleet of executive 
jets operated by the Air Force. 
Newsmen were told the Presi- 
dent's plane was being over- 
hauled. 


2. All 
numerical 
markings 


were removed from the plane 
used by Johnson, as well as 
from two identical planes that 
accompanied him. 


3. Whereas 
two 
transports 


normally are used on presi- 
dential flights—one as a back- 
up craft available in an emer- 
gency—three were 
flown 
to 


Florida. The aim could have 
been to reduce the odds that 
any pilot on a suicide mission 
would find his target. 


4. No advance announcement 


was made of the arrival time 
for any of Johnson's stops, nor 
for his departures. Sometimes 
even his destination was kept 
secret until he wa saloft. 


5. Johnson's jet dropped him 


at West Palm Beach, 67 miles 
north of Miami Beach. He com- 
pleted the trip by helicopter, 
landing on a golf course instead

Viet Nam. 


One U.S. military man called 


Laos "the shakiest problem in 
Asia." 


Laos, however, is just one of 


the headaches for Adm. U. S. 
Grant Sharp when he becomes 
U. S. Pacific military command- 
er this spring. Sharp, command- 
er in chief of the U. S. Pacific 
Fleet, was officially named Fri- 
day as successor to Adm. Harry 
D. Felt, retiring as Pacific com- 
mander.

at Least

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


111.5-billion income tax cut — 
argest in history—has now be- 
come law with the blessing of 
wo presidents and both houses 
of Congress. It is based on hope 
arid faith. 


Corporations, 
with 
m o r e 


money to spend because of the 
ax reduction, will now spend it 
and in this way boost the econ- 
om'y' arid cut down unemploy- 
ment. 


For a while, at least, this 


economic blood-transfusion will 
work. 


People will be able to spend 


more to buy what they want 
and need. Arid business, with 
more money to invest to supply 
the demand, will expand plants 
and production. 


But the patient may begin to 


develop anemia—thus defeating 
the very purpose of the tax cut 
—if, through hunger for a buck, 
inflation raises the cost of ev- 
erything. 


For example: 
If business, seeing customers 


with more money to spend, 
raises prices and labor, either 
anxious for some of the loot or 
because it feels workers need 
even more money to keep up 
with prices, begin a broad de- 
mand for higher wages. 


So, in addition to the hope the 


plan will work, this tax reduc- 
tion is based on faith in the 
good sense of the country: That 
Americans won't get greedy. 


Nobody has said it plainer 


than President'Johnson Wednes- 
day night in his talk to the na- 
ton after signing the bill into 
law. 
r> . 


"This," he said, "is a bold ap- 


proach to the problem of the 
American economy. 


"We could have chosen to 


stimulate the .economy through 
a higher level of government 
spending. Instead we chose tax 
reduction — and at the same 
time we reduced government

Democrat who fought endlessly 
last year but mostly unsuccess- 
fully to get Congress to reform 
the tax structure, gave some ex- 
amples of millionaires who paid 
no taxes at all. 


The Treasury Department had 


furnished him with information 
on a number of oil operators, 
their incomes, and, using the 
year 1960, what they didn't pay 
or have to pay in taxes. 


Douglas 
wasn't 
suggesting 


any illegality. But the exam- 
ples he gave implicitly indicat- 
ed the operators 
had smart 


lawyers and accountants 
who 


were able to take advantage, 
legally, of all the loopholes and 
privileges. 


Here are three of the exam- 


ples Douglas cited: 


One operator, with income of 


$28.7 million, didn't pay a dime 
in federal taxes; neither did an- 
other with $4-million income; 
and neither did another with 
$1.5-million income. 


But Congress, while it made 


some changes in the tax struc- 
ture, balked at any wholesale 
reforms. And Kennedy was so 
anxious to get at least the tax 
cut he thought to be so neces 
sary that he dropped the gener 
al reform fight.

tween food and love. 


Being given food is the first 


expression of love which the 
child understands. It's his intro- 
duction to love.

This explains 
why, when the business lunch- 
eon reaches dessert, the glow 
of mutual friendship is strength- 
ened, and the answer "yes" so
